Another Black Chapter in the 


Black History of Cuba, 


HAVANA, April 1.— A startling exhibi- 


tion of bungling in the execution by the 
garrote of five Cuban prisoners took place 
yesterday. The men, classed as "mur- 
derers, violators and incendiaries," belong- 
ing to Cayajabo, were recently sentenced 
to be garroted, and at 7 o'clock in the 
morning a strong force of infantry was 
drawn up in the form of a square around 
the spot where the garrote had been 
erected. The instrument of execution, a 
ehalr with a post behind it, an iron collar 
and screw behind it, which, when turned, 
strangles or breaks the neck of the victim, 
was set up by the famous executioner. 
Valentine Ruiz, who, for some reason not 
fully explained, acted upon this occasion 
as the assistant to his own assistant, in- 
stead of as the principal executioner. 


At the hour the troops were drawn up 


the five prisoners were still in their dun- 
geons, receiving the ministrations of the 
priests. One man confessed himself to be 
guilty of the crimes charged against him, 
and asserted that his companions were in- 
nocent, and the latter stoutly maintained 
their innocence to the last, prayed that 
their deaths might be avenged upon those 
who had falsely sent them to the scaffold, 
and then the whole party was escorted in- 
side the square formed by the soldiers. 


The man selected to be the first victim 


of the strangling machine quietly and 
coolly mounted the steps leading to the 
death chair, took his seat in an uncon- 
cerned manner, and actually seemed to 
smile as the cap was placed over his head 
after the iron collar had been adjusted. 
The man acting as executioner then 
twisted the lever or screw handle controll- 
ing the garrote, but he was evidently ter- 
rtbly nervous, and this rendered him so 
weak that his hands slipped repeatedly 
ffom the lever. There were horrible, 
smothering, choking cries from the scaf- 
fold, and it was only after a long period of 
agony for the condemned man, and almost 
torture for the spectators, that the Cuban 
wa« pronounced dead. 


The executioners, priests, soldiers and 


prison officials present turned their heada 
away in horror and became deadly pale, 
as the stifled sounds came from the suf- 
ferer. 


But this was only a beginning of the 


performance. 
The second victim was 


brought to the front and led up the steps 
to the scaffold by the priests and assistant 
executioner. Upon reaching the platform 
the unfortunate man made an effort to 
say something to the people surrounding 
him, but the executioner's hand was 
placed over his mouth, he was hastily 
bundled into the deadly chair, and in an- 
other moment the iron collar was around 
his neck, the cap was over his face and 
the first turns of the lever had been given. 


If the actual executioner was nervous 


upon the occasion of the first killing he 
was ten times more so upon this occasion. 
He fumbled and fumed alternately, turn- 
ing to a deathlike whiteness and flushing 
crimson with excitement. The result was 
more slow, fearful strangulation, and an- 
other horrible experience for the spectators. 


By this time the prison officials, the 


priests and the officers in command of the 
troops had endured so much that they 
openly denounced the acting executioner, 
and called upon him to get down from the 
scaffold and let another, man take his 
place. Thereupon the acting executioner 
feverishly called upon the executioner in 
chief, Valentine Ruiz, who from long ex- 
perience is looked upon as being an ex- 
pert in his line, to come and help him out 
of his difficulty. 


Ruiz, however, was almost as nervous 


and excited as his assistant, and rumbled 
badly as he handled the third Cuban. But 
Ruiz succeeded in accomplishing the exe- 
cution in shorter time and with less hor- 
ror than his assistant, which was a great 
relief to everybody. 


The fourth Cuban was then turned over 


to Ruiz for strangulation. \By this time 
Ruiz was shaking all over, and he was 
much slower and considerably clumsier in 
•ending the unhappy man out of the 
world, so much so that there was renewed 
murmuring at the official incapacity, and 
Ruiz stumbled away fr.»:n the death post, 
insisting, in choking ton as. that his as- 
sistant must finish the day's work. 


Consequently the assistant executioner 


again tried his hand at the terrible screw, 
and was as unlucky as before, for there 
was another scene of horror which nearly 
caused strong men to faint before the 
fifth Cuban's life was pronounced extinct. 


And then the bodies were carted away, 


the shamefaced executioners gathered up 
their sickening framework and its acces- 
sories, the priests, prison and other of- 
ficials barried away, the troops wcro 
marched back to their quarters, and an- 
other chapter had been addoi to the black 
history of Cuba.

MURDERER RECH'S CONFESSION 


' Coroner's Jury Holds Him Responsible for 


the XteAth of HI* Wife. 


MAY'S LANDING, N. J., April i.—The 


coroner's jury yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered a verdict finding John Rech, now 
held in Philadelphia awaiting requisition, 
responsible for the death of his wife, Eliza- 
beth. This was the direct result of the 
production by Prosecuting Attorney Perry 
of the letter written by Rech in German 
to his attorney, Carroll R.Williams. After 
a number of witnesses had been examined 
the letter was offered and translated. The 
inside bore no date, but the envelope was 
stamped Philadelphia, March 28, Station 
V, and had been delivered March 29. The 
contents read as follows: 


"MB. 
WILLIAMS: On Sunday morning 


I heard something in the lower part of my 
house, and there was Bessie ready to go 
away. That made me so mad that I stran- 
gled her, and after that I did not know 
what I should do, and then I buried her in 
the field. The little one is at 514 Callow- 
hill street in board. I am miserable. Hia 
board is paid for two weeks. You attend 
to him. 
JOHN RECH." 


The taking of testimony occupied the 


afternoon. The first witness was "Spikey" 
Jones, who discovered Mrs. Bech's body 
and to whom Rech attempted to divert 
suspicion. He recited in detail his sus- 
picions and his search of the premises. 
He felt that the woman had been foully 
dealt with, because of Rech's frequent 
threats to kill her. He said he was not 
alone in his suspicions, as neighbors had 
heard similar rumors. He took a particu- 
lar interest in the woman because she had 
once befriended him. 


Emil Hoff, at whose house Rech spent 


the night after he is alleged to have killed 
his wife, told of Rech's agitation when he 
came to his home to ask him to care for 
the baby. Rech told Hoff a story of hia 
wife having deserted MTH, He did not see 
Rech again until Thursday, after the 
murder, when he called and took the baby 
away. 


Additional minor testimony was pro- 


duced and then the letter was read, after 
which the jury promptly rendered the ver- 
dict.

Pretty Annie McGrath'i Funeral. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—The funeral 


of Annie McGrath took place yesterday 
from the home of her parents on Gratz 
street. Only relatives and a few intimate 
friends were admitted to the house, though 
there was a large crowd outside. The grief 
of the parents was extremely pathetic. 
Standing by the side of his dead child Mr. 
McGrath declared impressively: 
"My 


daughter was murdered." Meantime the 
police officials profess to have discovered 
no motive for the crime, though Miss Mc- 
Grath's friends assert that the motive is 
plainly apparent in the jealousy of an old 
man who was about to be deserted by his 
youthful mistress. Miss McGrath is the 
young woman who was found dead on 
Monday of last week in a house on Girard 
avenue, which had been fitted up for her 
by S. P. Langdon, a wealthy mine pro- 
moter who called her his "wife." Lang- 
don, who is under arrest, has made no 
statement.

H a r r is b u r g , March 80.—John W . S. 
Hill, of Steelton, a prominent oolored 
man, ia dead as the result of drinking tea 
which for three days had been wrapped in 
lead foil. His mother-in-law, Mrs. Mob­ 
ley, who also drank of the tea, had a nar­ 
row escape, but Is now out of danger. 
There ia no blame attached to anybody. 


Another Black Chapter in the 
Black History of Cuba, 


H a v a n a , April 1.— A startling exhibi­ 
tion of bundling in tho execution by the 
garrote of llvo Cuban prisoners took place 
yosterday. 
The men, olasscd as “mui> 
derers, violators and incendiaries,” belong­ 
ing to Cayajabo, were recently sentenced 
to bo garroted, and at 7 o'clock in the 
morning a strong force of infantry was 
drawn up in the form of a square around 
the spot where the garrote had been 
ereoted. Tho instrum ent of exocutlon, a 
chair with a post behind it, an iron collar 
and screw behind it, which, when turned, 
strangles or breaks the neck of tho victim, 
was sot up by tho famous executioner, 
Valentine Ruiz, who, for some reason not 
fully explained, acted upon this occasion 
as the assistant to his own assistant, in­ 
stead of as the principal executioner. 


At the hour tho troops wero drawn up 
the five prisonors wero still in their dun­ 
geons, receiving the ministrations of tho 
priests. One man confessed himself to bo 
guilty of the crimes charged against him, 
and asserted that his companions were in- 
nooent, and tho latter stoutly maintained 
their innocence to tho last, prayed that 
their deaths m ight be avenged upon those 
who had falsely sent them to the scaffold, 
and then tho whole party was escorted in- 
sido the square formed by tho soldiers. 


Tho man selootod to bo the first victim 
of the strangling machine quietly and 
coolly mounted tho stops leading to the 
death chair, took his seat in an uncon- 
oornod manner, and actually seemed to 
smile as the cap was placed over his head 
after tho iron collar had been adjusted. 
The man acting as 
executioner then 
twisted the lover or screw handle controll­ 
ing the garrote, but he was evidently ter­ 
ribly nervous, and this rendered him so 
weak that his hands slipped repeatedly 
from tho lever. 
Thoro were horrible, 
smothering, choking ories from the scaf­ 
fold, and it was only after a long period of 
agony for tho condemned man, and almost 
torture for tho spectators, that tho Cuban 
was pronounced dead. 


The executioners, priests, soldiers and 
prison officials present turned their heads 
away In horror and became deadly pale, 
as the stifled sounds came from tho suf­ 
ferer. 


But this was only a beginning of the 
performance. 
The second victim was 
brought to the front and led up the steps 
to the scaffold by the priests and assistant 
executioner. Upon reaching tho platform 
the unfortunate man made an effort to 
say something to tho people surrounding 
him, but the exeouMoner's hand was 
placed over his mouth, ho was hastily 
bundled into tho deadly chair, and in an­ 
other moment the iron collar was around 
his nook, tho cap was over his face and 
the first turns of the lover had been given. 
If the actual executioner was nervous 
upon tho occasion of tho first killing he 
was ton times more so upon this occasion. 
Ho fumbled and fumed alternately, turn­ 
ing to a deathlike whiteness and flushing 
crimson with excitement. Tho result was 
more slow, fearful strangulation, and an­ 
other horrible experience for tho spectators. 


By this timo tho prison officials, tho 
priests and the officers in command of the 
troops had endured so much that they 
openly denounced tho acting executioner, 
and called upon him to got down from the 
scaffold and let another man tako his 
place. Thereupon tho acting executioner 
feverishly called upon tho executioner in 
chief, Valentino Ruiz, who from long ex­ 
perience is looked upon as being an ex­ 
pert in his lino, to come and help him out 
of his difficulty. 


Ruiz, however, was almost as nervous 
and excited as his assistant, and fumbled 
badly as he handled tho third Cuban. But 
Ruiz succeeded in accomplishing tho exe­ 
cution in shorter time and with loss hor­ 
ror than his assistant, which was a great 
relief to everybody. 


The fourth Cuban was then turned over 
to Ruiz for strangulation. OBy this time 
Ruiz was shaking all over, and ho was 
much slower and considerably clumsier in 
sending the unhappy man out of tho 
world, so much so that there was renewed 
murmuring at tho official incapaolty, and 
Ruiz stumbled away from tho death post, 
insisting, in choking tones, that his as­ 
sistant must finish the day's work. 


Consequently the assistant executioner 
again tried his hand at the terrible screw, 
and was as unlucky as before, for thoro 
was another scene of horror which nearly 
caused strong men to faint before the 1 
fifth Cuban's life was pronounced extinct. 


And then the bodies wero oarted away, 
the shamefaced executioners gathered up 
their sickening framework and its acces- I 
sories, the priests, prison and other of- , 
floials hurried away, the troops wero * 
inarched back to their quarters, and an­ 
other chapter had been added to the black 
history of Cuba.

Tho taking of testimony occupied the 
afternoon. Tho first witness was “Spikoy” 
Jones, who discovered Mrs. Reoh’s body 
and to whom Rech attempted to divert 
suspicion. He recited in detail his sus­ 
picions and his search of the promises. 
He felt that the woman had boon foully 
dealt with, becauso of Rech’s frequent 
threats to kill her. Ho said ho was not 
alono in his suspicions, as neighbors had 
heard similar rumors. Ho took a particu­ 
lar interest in tho woman because she had 
once befriended him. 


Emil Hoff, at whose house Rech spent 
tho night aftor he is alleged to have killed 
his wife, told of Rcch's agitation when ho 
came to his home to ask him to caro for 
the baby. Rech told Hoff a story of his 
wife having deserted him. He did not soo 
Rech again until Thursday, after tho 
murder, when ho called and took tho baby 
away. 


Additional minor testimony was pro­ 
duced and thon the letter was road, after 
which the jury promptly rendered tho ver­ 
dict. 


The body of Mrs. Rech was taken to 
Philadelphia today for burial.

Statue Hidden by Yerdigris. 


An Egyptian statue,the finest of the 


kind existing, and as a work of art 
ranking with the Venus of Milo and 
the Venus de Medici, has just been 
discovered in the Egyptian Gallery of 
the Louvre, almost by accident. It is in 
bronze, arid is the portrait of a queen 
of the thirteenth dynasty, named 
Karomana. This statue was covered 
with a thick coating of verdigris, 
which concealed its most striking 
beauties, so that visitors constantly 
passed it without even suspecting what 
a treasure was before them. 


An almost invisible trace of gold 


having been detected on the surface, 
it was thought that perhaps some gild- 
ing lay under the verdigris, and the 
statue was scraped a little with extreme 
care. 


^Something was brought to view far 


different from gilding. 
When the 


beautiful queen was relieved from her 
verdigris she wag found to be clothed 
in a robe damascened in gold and sil- 
ver. The workmanship is of the most 
exquisite description, surpassing any- 
thing known in ancient or modern art. 
Indeed, the artists in work of the 
kind in Paris often stand for hours 
before this marvel in an ecstacy of ad- 
miration and despair. The face has a 
caressing fixity of purpose, not unlike 
that of the wonderful Venus of Milo 
in the same building, but even greater 
delicacy of outline. It sets one dream- 
ing as to its meaning and mystery.— 
Boston Traveler.

for wages must produce a certificate 
from the board of health that he or she 
is physically fit to work. 


By an infamous provision of the rev- 
lenue law enacted by the congress just 
adjourned each child is compelled to 
-buy a ten-cent stamp and affix it to this 
«certificate. 


The express, railroad and telegraph 
«companies shift to the shoulders of their 
«customers which the law imposes upon 
them. The millionaire land-owner, the 
Astor or the Bradley-Martin, living 
¿abroard in luxury on money drawn per­ 
haps from the tenements in which these 
'very children are equalidly housed, 
pays not one penny of the war-tax. 


But the little children, whom an 
unrighteous, an un-Christian and an­ 
archic social system compels to work 
in their playtime, must pay ten cents 
»each in war taxes before they can ac- 
.quire the privilege of even seeking work. 


We are waring for humanity, but 
we wring the cost of the war from that 
part of humanity least able to pay it.

To 
her stepsons Cuthbert and Ignatius, 
an ell of taffeta ; to her colored maid 
Dorothy, her red cotton coat ; and to 
Esther, the new maid, all the linen of 
the coarser sort. To Thomas, the In- 
dian, two pairs of shoes and a match 
coat ; and to Thomas's mother, three 
yards of cotton. To the Eev. Francis 
Fitzherbert, a hogshead of tobacco an- 
nually for five years ; and to her slave 
•William, his freedom provided he pay 
a hogshead every year to the church ; 
and to the church, the same William 
"to be a slave forever, if he shall ever 
leave her communion ;" for had not 
her beloved brother William Elton- 
head, and many of her dearest friends, 
"died by the bloody fangs of Puritan 
wolves ?"

THE CUBAN OtBIi.

FtrBSITOUE POLISH.

When used shake the mix- 
ture and rub the furniture with a piece 
of linen. Then polish with a clean 
soft cloth.—New York World. 


XiAUNDEBING EMBBOIDERT. 


See that the 
silk handerchiefs, 


scarfs, etc., are washed by themselves 
and not placed with linen articles to 
be laundered, no matter how fine and 
dainty the articles may be, with their 
delicate embroidery. Soak tlio silk 
articles in lukewarm water for a couple 
of 
hours. 
After soaking squeeze 


lightly with the hands, and if still 
soiled soak in warm water in which a 
little good soap has been dissolved. 
If it can be avoided do not rub soap 
on the silk, no matter what the quality. 
After a second washing and rinsing 
give a third rinsing in lukewarm water, 
in which a little common salt has been 
dissolved. The salt will help to set 
the colors in the silk and in the em- 
broidery, giving the whole a brighter 
appearance than if simply rinsed in 
clear water. Press the handkerchiefs 
with a warm iron before they are per- 
fectly dry.

FASmOK NOTES.

SOUPS HADE EASILY. 


Soups add much to a dinner, and in- 


volve neither the time nor the expense 
that young housekeepers imagine. A 
soup kettle will take many bits that 
cannot otherwi&e be made use of, and 
a common stock is a foundation for 
many sauces, soups and gravies. A 
soup stock should be cooled quickly, 
and left uncovered until perfectly 
cold. 
Cream soups are made with and 


without stock, and have come into 
great favor, largely taking the place 
of clear soups. 


To make green pea soup without 


stock: Turn a can of peas into a large 
saucepau and cover them with hot 
water. Add a small onion sliced aiid 
let them boil until the peas are soft. 
Mash them and add a pint of water. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
stir into it one spoonful of flour. Stir 
until smooth and add to the cooked 
peas with two cupfuls of rich milk. 
Season with salt and a little cayenne 
pepper. Let the soup boil up once 
after the milk is added; then rub 
through a course sieve and serve with 
tiny squares ot fried bread. 


For cream of celery soup: Wash a 


bunch of celery and cut it into pieces 
and boil it in a pint and a half of 
water forty minutes. 
In another 


saucepau heat to boiling a slice of 
onion and a small piece of mace in one 
pint of milk; mix one tableapoonful of 
floor with one of butter and moisten 
with two tablespoonfnls of cold milk' 
and add to the boiling milt. Cook ten 
n.inutee. Add the cooked celery and 
water "in the cooked i milk and season 
with salt and pepper. 
Strain and 


serve. A cup of whipped cream added 
after straining makes the soup much 
richer. 


To make cream or barley soup: 


Put in a granite kettle three pints of 
white stock, an onion sliced, a small 
piece each of cinnamon and mace, and 
one teacup of barley. Allow these to 
cook very slowly four hours, then rub 
through a sieve and add one pint of 
boiling milk and half a pint of cream. 
Season with salt and cayenne pepper. 
The yolks of two eggs beaten light 
with two spoonfuls of cream and added 
to the boiling milk just before the 
soup is taken from the fire make it 
very much richer. 


To make bisque of tomato: Put in 


a saucepan one quart of tomatoes and 
an onion sliced. Place them over the 
fire and let them stew fifteen minutes. 
Meanwhile put over the fire in a dou- 
ble boiler one quart of milk. 
Cream 


together two tablespoonfuls ol flour 
with the same quantity of butter and 
add to the milk when boiling and stir 
constantly until it thickens. Bub the 
tomatoes through a sieve and return 
them to the fire. Add a teaspoonf ul 
of sugar and salt and pepper to taste. 
When it is time to serve add half a 
teaspoonful of soda to the tomatoes 
and then the boiling milk. 
Stit 


quickly and serve at once. The souj 
must not stand after the ingredients 
are put together. Serve croutons in 
the soup. 


Any one who lifces oaions will enjoy 


bodices and vests the following simple soup, which is 


quickly made: 
Slice two or three 


good sized onions and fry them in a 
little butter until they are soft, then 
add three tablespoonfnls of flour and 
stir until it is a little cooked, bat not 
brown. To this gradually add a pint 
of boiling water, or stock if you have 
it, stirring all the time so it shall be 
smooth. Boil and mash three good- 
sized potatoes and stir in them one 
quart of boiling milk. Stir the two 
mixtures together and season well. 
When very hot pour through a oollen- 
der into a tureen. Sprinkle over the 
top a tablespoonful 
of 
parsley, 


chopped fine, and a little fried bread. 


For egg balls to put into soups: 


Boii four eggs until hard. Drop them 
in cold water, and when cool remove 
the yolks and mash them to a paste. 
Season with a little salt and peppei 
and mix the paste with the white oi 
one raw egg. Form the paste into 
balls the size of a hazel nut, roll them 
in flour and fry to a light brown in 
hot batter.—New Yosk Sun.

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Killed by a Traction Engine. 


Robert A. Warren, a prominent Cecil 
county farmer, was instantly killed on 
the public road leading into Earlville, 
Monday afternoon by falling into the 
gearing of a traction engine.

In the same 
drawer, however, was a box of cartridg­ 
es, aud the presumption is that after the 
mother left the house the children secur­ 
ed the pistol and cartridges, of which, in 
all probability, they placed two in the 
weapon. 
One of these was exploded 
The other, still iutact, was in a chamber 
adjoining the discharged one.

ican ships and the weight of their 
guns. 
The true explanation was that 
we were marksmen. 


“ At the siege of Yorktown, in our 
Revolutionary war, the deadly accuracy 
of Washington’s artillery lire aston­ 
ished the European artillerists. ‘Your 
progress in artillery is wonderful,’ 
said the gallant Lafayette to Major 
Shaw. 
General Knox personally su­ 
perintended the serving of the guns. 
He was bred in the woods of Maine, 
and was a born artillerist. 
‘You fire 
better than the French, upon my word 
you do,’said Lafayette, as Major Shaw 
modestly protested. 


“ In all cases except one, American 
gunnery in the war of 1812 was supe­ 
rior to the British. 
That exception 
wa3 in the case of the British frigate 
Shannon, which whipped and cap­ 
tured the American frigate Chesapeake. 
It was an illustration of stealing an 
opponent’s trumps and playing them 
back at him. 
The Shannon’s guns 
were fitted with American sights and 
her crew were exercised after the 
American fashion. 
The commander 
of the Shannon paid particular atten­ 
tion to gunnery ; in fact, he was the 
only officer in the British navy who 
did at that time. The brave Lawrence 
who, as Decatur said afterward, ‘had 
uo more dodge in him than the main­ 
mast,’ dashed recklessly against the 
deadly fire of the Shannon. 
After 
receiving the Shannon’s first broad­ 
side the Chesapeake was out of it. 


“ As late as 1830 the American gun 
sight was considered the best device 
known to naval artillerists. 
It was in­ 
troduced into naval gunnery by the 
Yankees in 1771. I have no doubt that 
in any future war that we may have 
on the sea, Yankee ingenuity and in­ 
telligence will achieve the success that 
has always 
attended them.”—New 
York Sun. 


AN OLD-TIME NAVAL HERO, 


Midshipman Klchard Somers’ Daring and 
Self-Sacrifice IS u fore Tripoli. 


It is unfortunate that the name 
“ Somers” cannot be attached to some 
Active war vessel of the United States 
navy. 
The boat bearing that name, 
recently bought at Schichau, Ger­ 
many, will remain idle in Falmouth 
harbor until the war ceases, 


It is unfortunate, because the name 
Somers comes from a man who is 
associated with as remarkable an act 
of daring as that of any one who ever 
fought 011 the seas for Old Glory, 
Names such as his deserve to be per­ 
petuated. 
Examples like that given 
by Richard Somers are worth more 
than 
battleships or 
inexhaustible 
revenues. 


The first time Somers is heard of is 
the time he fought a series of duels, 
Dueling was then the vogue. 
At a 
dinner Stephen Decatur, Jr., whose 
name is also memorable, called him a 
fool. He was an intimate of Decatur’s. 
Five other guests told Somers it was a 
reflection 011 Somers’ courage not to 
fight Decatur. 
Somers responded by 
challenging the five 
of them, and 
Decatur acted as his second. 
He 
fought three, when they all apologized. 


Somers was a midshipman on the 
frigate United States when the war 
with Tripoli broke out. 
He was 
made master 
commandant 
of the 
twelve-gun schooner Nautilus. 
He 
chased some vessels close to a Tripoli­ 
tan buttery, which did not dare fire 
for fe$r# of hitting one of its own 


/ 


vessels. 
He chafed them within a 
hundred yards of tho battery, and as 
he turned to go back, his quarry safe 
in the harbor, 
destruction seemed 
imminent. 
But an American shell 
exploded in the batt'ery, and he got 
away* 


It was on tho night of September 4 
that Somers gave up his life for the 
flag whose honor he had sworn to pro­ 
tect. 
He took charge of a small boat 
filled with 100 barrels of gunpowder 
aud shells which had been turned in­ 
to a floating mine. 
It was known 
that could the vessel bo taken into 
tho harbor and exploded enormous 
damage could be done. Somers under­ 
took to do it. 
Somers had sworn 
never to be taken alive. 
The affair 
before Tripoli was not a peaceful 
blockade, 
but war. 
An uncle of 
Longfellow, Henry Wadsworth, ten 
sailors, and a midshipman, Joseph 
Israel, who had been refused per­ 
mission to g'», 
but who hid in the 
vessel, made up the party. 
The fleet 
waited the result. 
The little boat, 
named the Intrepid, 
sailed towards 
the batteries. 
The batteries opened 
up on it. 
The American fleet waited 
anxiously for two hours and then the 
night suddenly changed into a glare 
of fire. 
The Intrepid had blow’n it­ 
self up, accomplishing its mission. 


Richard Somers sleeps in an un­ 
marked grave somewhere in Tripoli. 
The Mohammedans would allow no 
signs of identification. 
He gave his 
life and gave it at great cost, for the 
effect of the explosion shattered the 
enemy’s largest boat filled with sol­ 
diers, 
and 
wrecked two 
others. 
Richard Somers was a typo of the 
midshipman of the first part of the 
century. 
His deed has never been 
excelled iu daring by any single ex­ 
ploit.

Three elephants trapped in the Gur- 
whal forest were sent for education to 
the forest bungalow at Myapore, where 
I was stopping ; two were full-grown, 
the third was half-grown. 
The latter 
did not evince any j^articular attach­ 
ment for either of the others, and 
was probably the progeny of neither.

the people, and seemed to think his 
lines had fallen in pleasant places, at 
once settling down to enjoy life.

coax me to go and get some, but he 
had not the politeness to trumpet 
thanks — wanted 
more !

Lawn Golf tho Very Latest. 


The newest game is lawn golf, and 
it has already “ taken” with those that 
own country houses. 
Dozens of sets 
of it are now being purchased, and it 
will be a distinct feature of fashion­ 
able life this summer. 


It is an exceedingly pretty game, 
and as a lawn pastime will stand some­ 
what in the way of croquet, which the 
past year or so has shown signs of 
revival. 
Lawn golf is really more in 
the line of a practice game than it is 
a game of itself. It has no rules of its 
own, and only differs from golf pure 
and simple in that its implements are 
different. 


A small size of golf balls and a small 
size of golf sticks are employed. 
A 
course is laid out 011 the lawns, little 
fences that come in the sets being 
used as obstructions. 
In place of the 
holes of an ordinary golf course there 
are saucers of tin that have holes in 
their centres. 
These are turned up­ 
side down in the lawn, in any desire I 
position. 


It is a difficult matter, as might be 
imagined, to drive a ball into these. 
A good shot is a much harder affair in 
this practice game, for the little ball, 
even when driven seemingly correctly, 
will slide over the hole, will slide to 
one side, and go contrary generally. 
Any man or woman that cau play 
lawn golf well, people say, has a golf 
future before him or her, and possi­ 
bilities of championship,—New York 
Herald.

Our N ational IMsli. 


People will eat pies as long as there 
fire cooks to make them. 
Knowing 
this, our attention should be turned 
toward making them what they should 
be, i. e., wholesome and digestible. 
To this end remember that good, 
healthful food cannot be made from 
poor material. Especially true is this 
of whatever is used for shortening. 
When one can get it,country rendered 
lard is best; next to that, what 
is 
called butcher’s lard. 
Lard mixed 
with cotton seed oil is permissible if 
the oil is not rancid. 


For each pie allow one cup of flour 
and one-half cup of good, sweet lard; 
add a small saltspoonful of salt and 
mix thoroughly, then add just water 
enough to mix together. 
The exact 
amount of water cannot be given, as 
some flour requires more moisture 
than others to form a dough. 
Grease 
your pie tins with lard or butter, press 
tho crust smoothly in the tin to ex­ 
clude air puffs, put in your filling, 
cover and press the edges well to­ 
gether, then bake in a quick oven. 


If proper attention is paid to the 
baking a pie may be easily slipped off 
of the tin as soon as it is done, and 
it will be a delight to the family, so 
far as the crust is concerned. In bak­ 
ing very juicy fruit pies line your tins 
with the crust, fill with fruit Well 
sweetened, then cover with strips of 
crust in diamond shape or in squares. 
Now firmly press one of the strips of 
crust around the ends over the edge 
of the cross strips and bake in a quick 
oven. These can also be easily slipped 
from the tins and in appearance they 
are very inviting. 


Always use tin plates to bake pies 
on and if they are nearly new the pies 
should not be allowed to stand on 
them longer than to cool.—What to 
Eat. 


H o u s e h o l d H i n t * , 


Always keep steel ornaments in 
powdered starch to prevent rusting. 


Always make starch with soapy wa­ 
ter, which will give a better gloi>s to 
the linen and prevent the irons from 
sticking. 


Never add salt to new milk used fox 
gravies, stows, etc., until just before 
serving if you would avoid curdling 
the milk. 


Always invert the wash tubs and 
put a little water on the bottom oi 
them, so they will not dry out and 
leak before the following wash day. 


Always rub a little soft (not melted) 
butter over the top of bread dough 
when in a mass, alter being molded 
into loaves. 
This ^prevents a hard 
crust, 


Never read, nor sew, nor write im­ 
mediately after coming from compara­ 
tive darkness into a bright light, ii 
you have good eyes aud would keep 
them good. 


Always see tliat shoes are properly 
cured for when taken off at night. 
Straighten and smooth out the wrin­ 
kles, draw down the instep and pull 
up from the heel. 


Always open canned fruit or vegeta­ 
bles an hour or two before they are 
needed, that the flavor may be im­ 
proved. 
Aud always empty the con­ 
tents of a tin can into a glass or china 
dish as soon as it is opened. 


Never ilespair * when linen seems 
hopelessly scorched from an over­ 
heated iron. 
Soak the stain in luke­ 
warm water, squeeze lemon juice on 
it, sprinkle a little salt over it, and 
place it in the sunshine to bleach.

The Great Sargasso Sea. 


Sailors have always been supersti- 


tious fellows. No wonder, then, that 
the ignorant sailors of Columbus, anx- 
ious for some excuse to turn back to 
Spain, believed the "sargasso sea"— 
that tangled mass of seaweeds in mid- 
Atlantic—was a trap set by Providence 
to catch them. Science to-day analyzes 
and explains all such natural phenom- 
ena once deemed supernatural. What 
is it that causes that mysterious ear- 
gassosea? 


Simple enough. The rotation of the 


earth, the rush of the tides, the steady 
winds unite to cause a vast surface 
current in tropical waters, moving at 
about ten miles an hour from east to 
west, known as the equatorial current. 
This, in the Atlantic Ocean, feeds the 
Gulf Stream, which then'is shifted by 
the contour of the North American 
continent out across the Atlantic to 
warm the outlying shores of Northern 
Europe and only spend itself away on 
the frozen borders of Franz Josef 
Land. What results? An eddy. Put 
a few bits of wood in a basin of water 
and stir the water till it acquires a 
circular motion. The bits of wood 
will all collect in the center of the 
whirling mass. 


So the Atlantic Ocean is one great 


eddy, and the sargasso sea is only the 
the center of it. A "marine meadow," 
the Spaniards first called this stagnant 
water. Later it came to be called the 
sargasso or sargassoa sea, from the 
Spanish word sargazo, meaning sea- 
weed. 
Here the seaweed detached 


from the bottom of the ocean collects, 
buoyed up by peculiar little air-cells. 


Woe to the ship that wanders into 


the meshes of this great net, six times 
as big as all France. The same condi- 
tions that produce the great sargasso 
sea of the Atlantic make similar eddy- 
spots in various regions of the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans, though much small- 
er. 
The Chinese, always ready to 


utilize whatever is at hand, use the 
sargasum weed as a, food, and as such 
it is both palatable and nutritious.— 
Pathfinder. 


Pets of Honduras. 


Honduras seems a paradise for pets. 


Parrots of every size, from that of a 
sparrow to the great green macaw, 
three feet long or more, can clamber 
all over and about the house and never 
know a cage. Chachalacas trot through 
the patios or courts of the houses in 
the towns, and bitterns stalk discon- 
solate about. Fawns and children play 
together in many a yard, and coons 
and s'ometimes an armadillo are play- 
mates for little ones who have few 
dolls. In the Sambo hamlet of Ulan, 
a tame anteater was offered to me, and 
while we talked of it, a woman came 
in leading a gibeonite which took oc- 
casion to nibble its owner's bare heels 
while she bargained. 


As I lay in a hammock in a Waikna 


hut one day, a peccary came within 
my reach. With a convenient stick I 
ventured to scratch his brown and 
bristly back. Down he flopped on his 
side and grunted in sweet content as 
long as the tickling went on. From 
that moment he was my ardent, much 
too ardent friend and faithful follower. 
I could not go ten steps without find- 
ing him at my heels, and his jealousy 
was as instant as it was fierce. Woe 
to the dog that dared come near me. 
A sudden rush, a quick upward thrust 
of those gleaming tusks and there was 
a bleeding gash in that dog's quarters, 
if he was not agile beyond the average 
of dogs. And the snapping of those 
tusks had a sound that was most sug- 
gestive, particularly to a white man 
groping in the dark for the olla that 
holds the drink. Peccaries are not 
really the nicest of pets for people 
whose visitors are nervous.—Outing.

Antelope Fast Disappearing. 


Sioux Indians are slaughtering deer 


end antelope by the hundred along 
the North and South Morean Rivers 
and among the Slim Buttes and Cave 
Hills, in South Dakota, according to 
the stockmen in that region. It is 
reported that more than 400 hides of 
antelope were seen in one Indian camp 
recently, and the whole region is scat- 
tered over with carcasses of deer and 
antelope, the Indians killing the ani- 
mals solely for the hides. The stock- 
men say that these animals will soon 
be exterminated in that region if the 
Indians are permitted to continue their 
! ruthless slaughter. 


A SUCCESSFUL TENANT FABMEB. 


I began on a run-down Vermont 


farm of 165 acres with thirteen cows, 
two yearlings, two shoats, ten hens 
and now have fifteen cows, three 
springers, six yearlings, four teen hogs, 
eighty hens, and plenty of rough fod- 
der to keep them, writes L. S. Glynn. 
This year I sowed five acres of fodder 
corn, planted eight acres of flint corn, 
began feeding green fodder August 10 
and roots later on, and am now feed- 
ing cured fodder and about seven 
pounds of grain (composed of equal 
parts cob meal, wheat bran and gluten 
meal) three times a day to each cow. 
Am milking thirteen cows, six of them 
farrow, and carry the milk to the 
Marshall creamery. 
Last year the 


hens brought in about $60. Next year 
I shall sow ten acres of Sanfoid corn, 
having raised my own seed, and am 
working to keep forty cows on this 
place. I am in favor of the silo but 
cannot afford one on a rented farm, 
so will run my fodder through a 
shredder. 
I think soiling is the only 


way to bring np a farm. I shall try 
sowing about four acres of oats to cut 
green and make hay of, and shall ex- 
periment with muck, as we have a 
large amount of it and adapted to its 
use. The great trouble with farmers 
here is, they are too apt to sell their 
stock if short of fodder. Now I am 
in favor of buying grain and keeping 
the stock, as more stock means more 
hay, and more hay means better farms. 
—American Agriculturist. 


THE EFFECT OF SALT ON MILE. 


Salt given tc cows has some effect 


on the quality of the milk. This is 
necessarily eo, as the salt aids very 
much in the digestion of the food, and 
it is the quantity of the food digested 
that regulates the quantity and quality 
of the milk. Salt is indispensable to 
the health of any animal that feeds on 
vegetable matter, and the milk is af- 
fected greatly by the health or oppo- 
site condition of a cow. When salt is 
given to excess, it is injurious and 
causes an intense thirst, but this does 
not necessarily make the milk more 
watery than usual. If the cow drinks 
more water than is customary there is 
no reason to believe that this excess of 
water dilutes the milk. The milk is 
not made in any such way as would 
make this possible. It is produced by 
the breaking down ofjthe glandular 
tissue of the udder and this never con- 
tains more than a normal quantity of 
water. ^The kidneys are charged with 
the removal of any excess of water 
from the blood, and this drain, or out- 
let, if in good working'condition, will 
always attend to its own business, 
and if it does not or cannot, for any 
reason, the milk glands cannot per- 
form this function, but the cow be- 
comes diseased at once. But is athis 
question that the careful farmer will 
never have to consider, because he 
will always take care that such a sup- 
posed mistake will never happen. 
It 


is only the careless farmer who runs 
risks of giving his cows, or permit- 
ting them to get, too much salt.— 
Farm and Home. 


STBAWBEKBY CULT0BE. 


As to planting strawberries, about 


which we have many inquiries, there 
are 'several ways. 
Of course, the 


ground must be dug a good depth, and 
pulverized carefully, having applied a 
liberal quantity of barnyard manure. 
The beds can be marked out three feet 
wide and made as long as may be de- 
sired. Let the footpaths between the 
beds be eighteen inches apart and re- 
move from them all the runners as fast 
as they encroach. Set the plants firm- 
ly but not too deeply in the ground, 
one foot apart each way. Get any of 
the following varieties:" Captain Jack, 
Seth Boyden, the Great American, the 
Monarch of the West, or Triomphe de 
Gaud, for private purposes. If a crop 
is wanted exclusively for marketing 
choose the Albany Seedling by all 
means. It will produce generally a 
greater quantity of fruit than any 
other and will bring in the most 
money. 
Strawberry beds can be 


planted out as early as the ground can 
be cot in suitable condition. 


Many pereons prefer the hill system 


of planting out strawberries, and with 
some very strong growing varieties it 
is probably the best. When this is 
adopted the plants should be set two 
feet apart each way. But from our 
own experience we prefer the broad- 
cast planting. It has several advan- 
tages. The plants keep the ground 
moister, it requires less labor to culti- 
vate, and the beds last twice as long 
by producing new bearing plants every 
year. The disadvantage is, the weeds 
cannot be removed so easily. In the 
hills the old plants are fruited year 
after year, and as a consequence the 
berries yearly get smaller. 


One thing must be particularly 


borne in mind: The beds must be 
kept clear of weeds. Two weeks after 
the crop has been secured, say some 
time in July, mow off the vines, not so 
closely as to injure the crown, and let 
them remain as a mulch. Late in the 
autumn the beds should be covered 
with straw or light manure i and in the 


spring the very coarsest 
portions 


should either be removed or carefully 
placed about the plants. When this 
is done, should the plants have been 
disturbed by the frost, pass over them 
a light roller, apply about an inch of 
fine soil to the whole bed. 


If any top-dressing is applied it 


should be in the spring, and then there 
is nothing better than a light coating 
of ground bones.—Germantown Tele- 
graph. 


TO DRAIN A CELLAB. 


A cellar in wet soil must necessarily 


be drained so as to prevent the water 
from rising in it through the floor. 
It is not the surface water that settles 
down into it, but the subsoil water 
that is forced up by the pressure of 
the outside water sinking from the 
surface. So that by laying a drain 
tile all around the cellar under the 
walls the drainage is not complete. 
Several drains should be laid, one all 
around close to the foundation and 
some cross drains about six feet apart 
in the cellar floor and connecting with 
the main drain at the walls. These 
drains should be at least sixteen inches 
below the flooi of the cellar. Some- 
times water percolates through the 
wall, especially if it is of brick, and 
to prevent this and keep the walls 
quite dry the outside should be thor- 
oughly saturated with hot tar to make 
them waterproof. 
This should be 


done with every cellar wall when a 
house is built, as it is a costly job to 
do afterward, but easily done at the 
right time. In laying a cement floor 
in a cellar it should be done in this 
manner: 
First, a layer of coarse 


gravel or broken stone is well rammed 
down and made level and smooth. 
Then the same kind of material is 
wetted and mixed with one part of ce- 
ment mortar to six of it, and this is 
laid at once in small quantities, as it 
is made, and smoothed and beaten 
down with a broad rammer to make it 
solid and firm. This material is mixed 
in small quantities as it can be laid, 
or it will harden prematurely. The 
finishing coat is made of a coat of the 
mortar, which is of one part of the ce- 
ment and two of good, sharp sand, 
laid one inch thick. 
It is smoothed 


with a piece of board having a suitable 
sloping handle, which is rubbed back 
and forth as the cement is wetted with 
water. This gives a nice, smooth 
finish.—New York Times. 


THE OBCHABD. 


Many of the orchards of our coun-J 


try are shamefully neglected, »and it| 
would naturally appear from obviot 
inference, that the farmer is unwilling 
to give his fruit trees even as little 
care as is ordinarily expended upoi 
crops of corn or potatoes. 
An estab-j 


lished orchard, consisting of standard 
market varieties of fruits, is one o| 
the best paying properties the farmeij 
can maintain. It should be borne ii 
mind, however, that something car 
never come from nothing. Fruit canJ 
not be produced, except the soil conj 
tain the proper materials for the form] 
ation of the same. A continual taking 
away will surely tend to emptiness 
the end; and that soil, that has pro-j 
dnced many crops of apples or othej 
fruits, must soon become sterile an? 
unproductive, unless a restoration ol 
plant food is regularly made. Whs 
not feed the orchard every year 
well as market garden crops? As 
fertilizer for fruits, nothing snrpa 
a mixture of hard wood ashes and 
ground bone. This produces soundj 
large, richly colored fruit of a fin 
texture, that brings the highest marj 
ket price. Let an annual applicatioi 
of from one-half to a whole ton ol 
ashes, and from two hundred to fiv«| 
hundred pounds of ground bone 
made on each acre of orchard area. 


The winter season affords excellei 


opportunity to make this dressing, 
it may be broadcast on the surface 
the snow, which will materially aid 
rendering it soluble and available 
plant food. 
If a tough old sod. 


formed in the orchard, break it up 
plowing shallow furrows, or by i 
fying the surface with a sharp cutawi 
narrow. The idea is, of course, si- 
ply to loosen and mellow the snrfa 
soil without disturbing many roots 
the trees. Every orchardist needs 
give some attention to pruning. 
Tl 


time for this work is during the ill 
fancy of the tree, when nndesirabl 
and unnecessary shoots may be 
moved with thumb and finger. Aft 
a tree has attained maturity, it shot 
not be required to sever any lai 
branches, but merely to cut out 
dead wood or shoots,* that interlock < 
render the head of the tree too denl 
and compact.

bered that a tree with a rather Ic 
head is much more handy for pici 
apples from than a high, rangy growl

A Welcome Gleam to the Beet-Boand 


Atlantic Vojraner. 


I'D* flrit (Hmpse of Great Britain that 


tbe American tourist gets on his Euro- 
pean tour IB that of the Faetnet light- 
house. 


It stands on ft rugged and solitary 


rock, situated nine miles south of 
Orookhaven, at the extreme southwest 
corner of Ireland, and is, perhaps, more 
storm-beaten than any other around 
our coast The rock Is eighty feet In 
height, and the lighthouse towers an- 
other seventy feet above, yet, in winter 
gales, the Atlantic billows literally bom- 
bai*d tbe massive structure and have 
even smashed in a portion, of the lan- 
tern at the summit of the erection, the 
seas frequently sweeping over the rock 
with tremendous force. Some two or 
three years ago the stormy weather then 
prevailing prevented all conrunication 
with the rock for many weeks, so that 
the store of food was consumed, with 
the exception of some flour. At last a 
schooner managed to approach suf- 
ficiently near to enable a small quan- 
tity of food to be dragged through the 
sea by the hungry men, and, fortunate- 
ly, the next day tb^e sea moderated, 
and the stores were, once more fully re- 
plenished. 


Except in very cairn weather, the 


Fastnet is surrounded by a fringe of 
foam, and the only means of landing 
is by the aid of a "jib" flftj'-eight feet 
in length, so placed on theirock that, 
in moderate weather, its end reaches 
outside the surf. When a visitor wishes 
to land (an unusual occurrence) be is 
rowed in a small boat as near as the 
waves permit, and the lightteepers 
throw out a small buoy, attached to a 
rope, wLicli is secured by the man in 
the boat The jib is then swung out, 
and the visitor, placing one foot in the 
loop and catching tight hold of the rope, 
is hoisted about forty feet vertically, 
and then the jib, being pivoted at its 
foot, swings him horizontally about 100 
feet on to a safe landing.—London 
Sketch.

Another Black Chapter in the 
Black History of Cuba. 


HAVANA. April l.—A «tartlinff oxhibl- 
tlon of buncfling in tho execution by the 
garroto of llvo Cuban prisoners took place 
yoatorday. 
The jnen, olnssed M "mui> 
derors, violators and incendiaries,*' belong- 
ing to Cayajabo, were recently sentenced 
to bo parroted, and at 7 o'clock in tho 
morning a strong force of Infantry was 
drawn up in the form of » aquare around 
the spot where the garrote 
had been 
erected. Tho instrument of oxocution» a 
chair with a post behind It, an iron collar 
and Bcrew behind It, which, when turned, 
strangles or broaka the nook of tho viotim, 
wo» Bot up by tho famous executioner, 
Valentine Ruiz, who. for some reaaon not 
fully explained, acted upon this occasion 
as the assistant to his own assistant, in- 
stead of as the principal exBcutioner. 


At the hour tho troops v^ero drawn up 
the five prisonerg were still in their dun- 
geons, receiving the ministrations of tho 
priests. 
One man confessed himself to bo 
guilty of the crimes charged against him, 
and asserted that his companions were in- 
nocent, and tho latter stoutly maintained 
their innooence to tho last, prayed that 
their deaths might be avenged upon those 
who had falsely sent thorn to the scaffold, 
and then tho whole party was escorted in- 
side the square formed by tho soldiers. 


Tho man selootod to bo tho first victim 
of the strangling machine quietly and 
coolly mounted tho steps leading to the 
death chair, took his seat In an uncon- 
oemod manner, and actually aoemed to 
•mile as the cap was placed over his head 
after tho Iron collar had been adjusted. 
The man acting as 
executioner 
then 
twlstod the lever or screw handle controll- 
ing the garrote, but he was evidently ter- 
ribly nervous, and this rendered him KO 
weak that his hands slipped repeatedly 
from tho lever. 
There were 
horrible, 
•mothering, choking cries from the scaf- 
fold, and It was only after a long period of 
agony for tho condemned man, and almost 
torturo for tho epecfcatori, that tho Cuban 
waa pronounced dead. 


The executioners, priests, soldier« and 
prison olllclals present turned their heads 
away in horror and became deadly palo, 
as the stifled sounds came from tho suf- 
ferer. 


But this was only a beginning of the 
performance. 
The second 
victim was 
brought to the front and led up the stopa 
to the scaffold by the priests and assistant 
cxooutionor. 
Upon reaching tho platform 
the unfoirtunate man made an effort to 
say something to the people surrounding 
him, but the exeouMoner's 
hand 
was 
placed over hla mouth, ho was hastily 
bundled Into tho deadly chair, and In an- 
other moment tho Iron collar was around 
his neck, tho cap was over his face and 
the first turns of the lever had been given. 


If the actual executioner waa nervous 
npon tho occasion of tho firat killing he 
was ton times more so upon this oocasion. 
Ho fumbled and fumed alternately, turn- 
ing to a deathlike whiteness and 
flushing 
crimson with excltomout. 
Tho result was 
moroslow, fearful strangulation, and an- 
other horrible experience for the spectators. 


By this tlmo tho prison oflicialB, tho 
priests and the officers in command of the 
troops had endured so much that they 
openly denounced tho acting executioner, 
and called upon him to get down from the 
scaffold and let another man tako his 
place. Thereupon tho acting executionor 
feverishly called upon tho executlouer In 
chief, Valentino Ruiz, who from long ex- 
perlenco Is looked upon as being an ox- 
pert in his line, to come and help him out 
of his difl3oulty. 


Ruiz, however, was almost as nervous 
and excited as his assistant, and fumbled 
badly as ho handled tho third Cuban. But 
Ruiz Bucceoded in accomplishing tho oxe- 
cution in shorter time and with less hor- 
ror than his assistant, which was a great 
relief to everybody. 


Tho fourth Cuban was then turned over 
to Ruiz for strangulation. Oiy this time 
Ruiz was shaking all over, &nd he was 
much slower and considerably clumsier in 
«ending the unhappy man out of tho 
world, so much so that there wa« ronowed 
murmuring at tho official incapacity, and 
Ruiz stumbled away from tiie death post, 
Insisting, in choking tones, that his as- 
sistant must finish the day's work. 


Consequently the assistant executionor 
again tried his hand at tho terrible Bcrow, 
and was a^ unlucky as before, for thero 
was another scene of horror which nearly 
caused strong men to faint before the 
fifth Cuban's life was pronounced extinct. 


And then the bodies were carted away, 
the shamefaced executioners gathered up 
their sickening framework and its acce;s- 
Bories, the priesta, prison and other of- 
ficials hurried 
away, the troops were 
marched back to their quarcera, and an- 
other chapter had been addod to the blaok 
hititory of Cuba.

MAY'S LANDINO. N. J., April l.—Tho 
coroner's Jury yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered a verdict finding John Rech, now 
1 hold in Philadelphia awaiting requisition, 
I responsible for thodoathof his wife, Eliziv- 
beth. 
This was tho direct restilt of tho 
production by Prosecuting Attorney Perry 
of tho letter written by Rech in German 
to his attorney. Carroll R. Williams. After 
' a number of witnesses had boon examined 
' the letter was offered and translated. The 


j Inside boro no date, but the onvelopo was 
stamped Philadelphia, March S8, Station 
) V, and had boon delivered March 29. Tho 
contents read as follows: 


"MR. WILLIAMS: 
On Sunday morning 
I heard something In the lower part of my 
house, and there was Bessie ready to go 
away. That made me so mad that I stran- 
gled her. and after that I did not know 
what I should do. and then I buried her In 
the field. Tho little one is at 514 Callow- 
hill street In board. I nm miserable. Hia 
board is paid for two weeks. 
You attend 
to him. 
JOHN RECH." 


Tho taking of testimony occupied the 
afternoon. Tho first witness was "Spikoy" 
Jones, who discovered MJS. Roch's body 
and to whom Rech attempted to divert 
suspicion. 
He recited in detail his sus- 
picions and his search of the premises. 
Ho felt that the woman had boon foully 
dealt with, becauao of Rech's frequent 
threats to kill her. 
Ho said ho was not 
alone in his suspicions, as neighbors had 
heard similar rumors. 
Ho took a particu- 
lar Interest in the woman because she had 
once befriended him, 


Emil Hoff, at whose house Rech spent 
the night after ho is alleged to have killed 
his wife, told of Rech's agitation when ho 
came to his home to ask him to care for 
the baby, 
Rech told Hoff a story of hla 
wife having deserted him. 
He did not see 
Rech again until Thursday, after tho 
murder, when ho called and took tho baby 
away. 


Additional minor testimony was pro- 
duced and then the letter was road, after 
which the jury promptly rendered tho ver- 
dict. 


The body of Mrs. Beoh was taken to 
Philadelphia today for burial.

avenue, which had been fitted up for hor 
by S. P. Langdon, a wealthy mine pro- 
moter who called her his "wife," 
Lang- 
don, who is under arrest, has made no 
statement.

IiATJNDERTNG EMBROIDERY. 


See that the 
silk 
handerchiefs, 
scarfs, etc., are (vashed by themselves 
and not placcd with linen articles to 
be laundered, no matter how fine and 
dainty the articles may be, with their 
delicate embroidery. 
Soak the silk 
articles in lukewarm water for a couple 
of 
hours. 
After soaking squeeze 
lightly with the hands, and if still 
soiled soak in warm water in which a 
little good soap has been dissolved. 
If it can bo avoided do not rub soap 
on the silk, no matter what the quality. 
After a second washing and rinsing 
give a third rinsing in lukewarm water, 
in which a little common salt has been 
dissolved. 
The salt will help to set 
the colors in the silk and in the em- 
broidery, giving the whole a brighter 
appearance than if simply rinsed in 
clear water. 
Press the handkerchiefs 
with a warm iron before they are per« 
fectly dry.

'SOOTS MADE EASILY. 


Soups add much to a dinner, and in- 
volve neither the time nor the expense 
that young housekeepers imagine, 
A 
soup kettle will take many bits that 
cannot otherwise be made use of, and 
a common stock is a foundation for 
many sauces, soups and gravies. 
A 
soup stock should be cooled quickly, 
and left uncovered until perfectly 
cold. 
Cream soups are made with and 
without stock, and have come into 
great favor, largely taking the place 
of clear soups. 


To make green pea soup without 
stock: 
Turn a can of peas iuto a largo 
saucepan and cover them with hot 
water. 
Add a small onion sliced and 
let them boil until the peas are soft. 
Mash them and add a pint of water. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
stir into it one spoonful of flour. Stir 
until smooth and add to the cooked 
peas with two cupfuls of rich milk. 
Season with salt and a little cayenne 
pepper. 
Let the soup boil up once 
after the milk is added; then rub 
through a course sieve and serve with 
tiny squares ot fried bread. 


For cream of celery soup: 
Wash a 
bunch of celery and cut it iuto pieces 
and boil it in a pint and a half of 
water forty minutes. 
In 
another 
saucepan heat to boiling a slice of 
onion and a small piece of mace in one 
pint of milk; mix one tablespoonful of 
flour with one of butter and moisten 
with two tablespoonfuls of cold milk' 
and add to the boiling milfc, 
Oookten 
minutee. 
Add the cooked celery and 
water lin the cookedi milk and season 
with salt and pepper. 
Strain and 
serve. 
A cup of whipped cream added 
after straining makes the soup much 
richer. 


To make cream or barley soup: 
Put in a granite kettle three pints of 
white stock, an onion sliced, a small 
piece each of cinnamon and mace, and 
one teacup of barley. 
Allow these to 
cook very slowly four hours, then rub 
through a sieve and add one pint of 
boiling milk and half a pint of cream. 
Season with salt and cayenne pepper. 
The yolks of two eg^rs beaten light 
with two spoonfuls of cream and added 
to the boiling milk just before the 
soup is taken from the fire make it 
very much richer. 


To make bisque of tomato: 
Put in 
a saucepan one quart of tomatoes and 
an onion sliced. 
Place them over the 
tire and let them stew fifteen minutes. 
Meanwhile put over the fire in a dou- 
ble boiler one quart of milk. 
Oream 
together two tablespoonfuls oi flour 
with the same quantity of butter and 
add to the milk when boiling and stir 
constantly until it thickens. 
Hub the 
tomatoes through a sieve and return 
them to the fire. Add a teaspoonfiil 
of sugar and salt and pepper to taste. 
When it is time to serve add half n 
teaspoonful of soda to the tomatoes 
and then the boiling milk. 
Stir 
quickly and serve at once. 
The soup 
must not stand after the ingredients 
are put together. 
Serve croutons in 


the soux). 


Any one who lines onions will enjoy 
the following simple soup, which is 
quickly made: 
Slice two or three 
good sized onions and fry them in a 
little butter until they are soft, then 
add three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
Btir until it is a little cooked, but not 
brown. 
To thiis gradually add a pint 
of boiling water, or stock if you have 
it, stirring all the time so it shall be 
smooth. 
Boil and mash three good- 
sized potatoes and stir in them one 
quart of boiling milk. 
Stir the two 
mixtures together and season well, 
When very hot pour through a collen* 
der into a tureen. 
Sprinkle over the 
top 
a 
tablespoonful 
of 
parsley, 
chopped fine, and a little fried bread. 


Fur egg balls to put into soups; 
Boil four eggs until hard. 
Drop them 
in cold water, and when cool remove 
the yolks and mash them to a paste 
Season with a little salt and peppei 
and mix the jyaste with the white oi 
one raw egg, 
Form the paste into 
balls the size of a hazel nut, roll them 
in flour and fry to a light brown in 
hot butter.—New Yoxk Sun.

The Great ¡Sm^Rasso Sea, 


^ Sailors have always been supersti- 
tious fellows. 
No wonder, then, that 
tho ignorant sailors of Columbus, anx- 
ious for somo cscuse to turn back to 
ST»ain, believed the "sargasso sea"— 
that tangled mass of seaweeds in mid- 
Atlantic—was a trap set by Providence 
to catch them. Science to-day analyzes 
and explains all such natural phenom- 
ena once deemed supernatural. 
What 
is it that causes that mysterious sar- 
gasso sea? 


Simple enough. The rotation of the 
earth, the rush of the tides, the steady 
winds unite to cause a vast surface 
current in tropical waters, moving at 
about ten miles an hour from east to 
west, known as the equatorial current. 
This, in the Atlantic Ocean, feeds the 
Gulf Stream, which then'is shifted by 
the contour of the North American 
continent out across the Atlantic to 
warm the outlying shores of Northern 
Europe and only spend itself away on 
the frozen borders of Franz 
Josef 
Land» 
What results? 
An eddy. Put 
a few bits of wood in a basin of water 
and stir the water till it acquires a 
circular motion. 
The bits of wood 
will all collect in the center of the 
whirling mass. 


So the Atlantic Ocean is one great 
eddy, and the sargasso sea is only the 
the center of it. A "marine meadow," 
tho Spaniards first called this stagnant 
water. 
Later it came to be called the 
sarpjasso or sargassoa sea, from the 
Spanish word sargazo, meaning sea- 
weed. 
Here the seaweed 
detached 
from the bottom of the ocean collects, 
buoyed up by peculiar little air-cells. 


Woe to the ship that wanders into 
the meshes of this great net, six times 
as big as all France. 
The same condi- 
tions that produce the great sargasso 
sea of the Atlantic make similar eddy- 
spots in various regions of the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans, though much small- 
er. 
The Chinese, always ready to 
utilize whatever is at hand, use the 
sargasum weed as a food, and as such 
it is both palatable and nutritious.— 
Pathfinder. 


A SUCOESSFtJIi TENANT FARMEH. 


I began on a run-down Vermont 
farm of 165 acres with thu-teon cows, 
two yearlings, two shoats, ten hens 
and 
now have 
fifteen 
cows, 
three 
springers, six yearlings, four teen hogs, 
eighty hens, and plenty of rough fod- 
der to keep them, writes L. S. Glynn. 
This year I sowed five acres of fodder 
corn, planted eight acres of flint corn, 
began feeding green fodder August 10 
and roots later on, and am now feed- 
ing cured fodder and about seven 
pounds of grain (composed of equal 
parts cob meal, wheat bran and gluten 
meal) three times a day to each cow» 
Am milking thirteen cows, six of them 
farrow, and carry the milk to the 
Marshall creamery. 
Last year the 
hens brought in about $60, Next year 
I shall sow ten acres of Sanfozd corn, 
having raised my own seed, and am 
working to keep forty cows on this 
place. 
I am in favor of the silo but 
cannot afford one on a rented farm, 
so will run my fodder through a 
shredder. 
I think soiling is the only 
way to bring up a farm, 
I shall try 
sowing about four acres of oats to cut 
green and make hay of, and shall ex- 
periment with muck, as we have a 
large amount of it and adapted to its 
use. 
The great trouble with farmers 
here is, they are too apt to sell their 
stock il short of fodder. 
Now I am 
in favor of buying grain and keeping 
the stock, as more stock means more 
hay, and more hay means better farms. 
—American Agriculturist,

THE EFFECT OF SALT ON MILK. 


Salt given tc cows has some effect 
on the quality of the milk. 
This is 
necessarily eo, as the salt aids very 
much in the digestion of the food, and 
it is the quantity of the food digested 
that regulates the quantity and quality 
of the milk. 
Salt is indispensable to 
the health of any animal that feeds on 
vegetable matter, and the milk is af- 
fected greatly by the health or oppo- 
site condition of a cow. 
When salt is 
given to excess, it is injurious and 
causes an intense thirst, but this does 
not necessarily make the milk more 
watery than usual. 
If the cow drinks 
more water than is customary there is 
no reason to believe that this excess of 
water dilutes the milk. 
The milk is 
not made in any such way aa would 
make this possible. 
It is produced by 
the breaking down of^the glandular 
tissue of the udder and this never con- 
tains inore than a normal quantity of 
water. 'The kidneys ure charged with 
the removal of any excess of water 
from the blood, and this drain, or out- 
let, if in good working'condition, will 
always attend to its own business, 
and if it does not or cannot, for any 
reason, the milk glands cannot per- 
form this function, but the cow be- 
comes diseased at once. 
But is athis 
question that the careful farmer will 
never havo to consider, because he 
will always take care that such a sup- 
posed mistake will never happen. 
It 
is only the careless farmer who runs 
risks of giving his cows, or permit- 
ting them to get, too much salt.— 
Farm and Home.

TO DRAIN A CELLAR. 


A cellar in wefc soil must necessarily 
be drained so as to prevent the wate 
from rising in it through the floor 
It is not the surface water that settlei 
down into it, but the subsoil wate 
that is forced up by the pressure o 
tho outside water sinking from thi 
surface. 
So that by laying a draii 
tile all around the cellar under thi 
walls tho drainage is not complete 
Several drams should bo laid, one al 
around close to the foundation an< 
some cross drains about six feet apar 
in the cellar floor and connecting witi 
the main drain at the walls. 
Thes* 
drains should be at least sixteen inchei 
below the flooi of the cellar. 
Some 
times water percolates through thi 
wall, especially if it is of brick, and 
to prevent this and keep the walh 
quite dry the outside should be thor- 
oughly saturated with hot tar to mak( 
them waterproof. 
This should bi 
done with every cellar wall when e 
house is built, as it is a costly job tc 
do afterward, but easily done at the 
right time. 
In laying a cement floox 
in a cellar it should be done in this 
manner: 
First, 
a layer of coarsc 
gravel or broken stone is well rammec 
down and made level and smooth. 
Then the same kind of material h 
wetted and mixed with one part of ce- 
ment mortar to six of it, and this ie 
laid at once in small quantities, as it 
is made, and smoothed and beaten 
down with a broad rammer to make it 
solid and firm. This material is mixed 
in small quantities as it can bo laid, 
or it will harden prematurely. 
The 
finishing coat is made of a coat of the 
mortar, which is of one part of the ce- 
ment and two of good, sharp sand, 
laid one inch thick. 
It is smoothed 
with a piece of board having a suitable 
sloping handle, which is rubbed back 
and forth as the cement is wetted with 
water. 
This gives 
a nice, smooth 
finish.—New York Times.

STRAWBERRY CULTURE. 


As to planting strawberries, about 
which we have many inquiries, 
there 
are ' several ways. 
Of course, 
the 
ground must bo dug a good depth, and 
pulverized carefully, having applied a 
liberal quantity of barnyard manure. 
The beds can be marked out throe feet 
wide and made as long as may be de- 
sired. 
Let the footpaths between the 
beds be eighteen inches apart and re- 
move from them all the runners as fast 
as they encroach. 
Set tho plants firm- 
ly but not too deeply in the ground, 
one foot apart each way. 
Get any of 
the following varieties; Oaptain Jack, 
Seth Boydon, tho Great American, the 
Monarch of the West, or Triomphe do 
Gand, for private purposes. 
If a crop 
is wanted exclusively for marketing 
choose the Albany Seedling 
by all 
means. 
It will produce generally a 
greater quantity of fruit than any 
other and will bring in the most 
money. 
Strawberry beds 
can be 
planted out as early as the ground can 
be irot in suitable condition. 


Many persons prefer the hill system 
of planting out strawberries, and with 
some very strong growing varieties it 
is probably the bust. 
When this is 
adopted the plants should be set two 
feet apart each way. 
liut from our 
own experience we prefer the broad- 
cast planting. 
It has several advan- 
tages. 
The plants keep tho ground 
moister, it requires less labor to culti- 
vate, and the beds last twice as long 
by producing new bearing plants every 
year. 
The disadvantage is, the weeds 
cannot be removed so easily. 
In the 
hills the old plants are fruited year 
after year, and as a consequence the 
berries yearly get smaller. 


One thing must be 
particularly 
borne in mind: 
The beds must be 
kept clear of weeds, 
Two weeks after 
the crop has been secured, say some 
time in July, mowolf the vines, not so 
closely as to injure the crown^ and let 
them remain as a mulch. 
Late in the 
autumn the beds should be covered 
with straw or light manure; and in the 


THE ORCHARD. 


Many of the orchards of our coun- 
try are shamefully noglectedi »and it 
would naturally appear from obvioui 
inference, that the farmer isunwillini 
to give his fruit trees even as littL 
care as is ordinarily expended upoi 
crops of corn or potatoes. 
An estab- 
lished orchard, consisting of standard 
market varieties of fruits, is one oi 
the best paying properties the farmei 
can maintain. 
It should bo borne i\ 
mind, however, that something caj 
never come from nothing. 
Fruit can 
not bo produced, except the soil con 
tain tho proper muterials for the form 
ation of the same. A continual takim 
away will surely tend to emptiness ii 
the end; and that soil, that has pro 
duced many crops of apples or othei 
fruits, must soon become sterile am 
unproductive, unless a restoration oj 
plant food is regularly made. 
Wh; 
not feed the orchard every year 
well as market garden crops? 
As 
fertilizer for fruits, nothing surpassei 
a mixture of hard wood ashes an'i 
ground bone. 
This i^roduces sound] 
large, richly colored fruit of a fir] 
texture, that brings the highest mar| 
ket price. 
Let an annual applicatio, 
of from one-half to a whole ton oi 
ashes, and from two hundred to fiv( 
hundred pounds of ground bone bi 
made on each acre of orchard area. 


The winter season affords excelloni 
opportunity to make this dressing, 
it may be broadcast on the surface 
the snow, which will materially aid : 
reiidering it soluble and available 
plant food. 
If a tough old sod hi 
formed in the orchard, break it up b' 
plowing shallow furrows, or by scarf 
fying the surface with a sharp cutawi 
harrow. 
The idea is, of course, si: 
ply to loosen and mellow the surfat 
soil without disturbing many roots 
the trees. 
Every orchardist needs 
give some attention to pruning. 
T) 
time for this work is during the ii 
fancy of the tree, when undesirabl 
and unnecessary shoots may be r^ 
moved with thumb and finger. Afl 
a tree has attained maturity, itshoul 
not be required to sever any Ian 
branches, but merely to cut out ai 
dead wood or shoots, that interlock 
render the head of the tree too deni 
and compact. 
It should be remei 
bered that a tree with a rather h 
head is much more handy for pickii 
apples from than a high, rangy growl 
—New York Observer.

A Welcome Oleam to tho Bn»t*Boilnd 
Atlantic Voyaffer. 


The flfBt fllmpse of Great Britain that 
the Anierloan tourist gets on his Euro- 
pean tour Ig that of the Fastnet light- 
house. 


It stands on a rugged and solitary 
rook, situated nine miles 
south 
of 
Orookhavon» at the extreme southwest 
comer of Ireland, and Is, perhaps, more 
storm-boaten than any other around 
our coast The rock is eighty feet Jn 
height, and the lighthouse towers an- 
oflier seventy feet above, yet. In winter 
gales, the Atlantic tbillows literally bom- 
bard the massive structure and have 
even smashed in a portion of the lan- 
tern at the summit of the erection, the 
seas frequently sweeping over the rock 
with tremondous force. 
Some two or 
three years ago the stormy weather tlien 
prevailing prevented all comimicatlon 
with the rock for many weeks, so that 
tho store of food was consumed, with 
the exception of some flour. At last a 
schooner managed to approach 
suf- 
flcleutly near to enable a small quan- 
tity of food to be draffged tlirough the 
sea by the hungry men, and, fortunate- 
ly, the next day tl^e s;,ea moderated, 
and tho stores wer^once more fully re- 
plenished. 


Except in very calm weather, 
the 
Fastnet is surrounded by a fringe of 
foam, and tho only means of landing 
Is by tho aid of a "jib" lifty-eight feet 
In length, so placed on thosrock that, 
in moderate weather, its end reaches 
outside tho surf. "When a visitor wishes 
to land (an unusual occurrence) he is 
rowed in a small boat as near as tlie 
waves permit, and the lightkeepers 
throw out a small buoy, attached to a 
rope, which is secured by the man in 
the boat 
The jib is then swung out, 
and the visitor, placing one foot in the 
loop and catching tight hold of the rope, 
Is hoisted about forty feet vertically, 
and then the jib, being pivoted at its 
foot, swings him horizontally about 100 
feet on to a 
safe 
landing.—London 
Sketch.
